MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR 


SUBJECT: Revision of Annexes B through ¥, DOID 1/3, 
"Priority National Intelligence Objectives”. 


2. The latest revision of DCID 1/3 was approved on 
15 Deeember 1959, but its final publieation has been held up 
pending the revision of Annexes B through F. 


2. On reviewing these annexes as revised by the respective 
Subcemmittees (KIC, SIC, JAEIC, GMAIC, and CIC), the Board of 
Rational Estimates foumd them to be essentially repetitive of 
the basic DCID. It therefore called a meeting of USID and Sub- 
equmittee representatives to consider whether these annexes 
served any useful purpose. The unantmous sense of this meeting 
was that they served no purpose requiring their publication 
with the DOID or their agareved by USTB. The Board accordingly 
eubmitted the recommendations in para. 3 of the Memorandum for 
UBIB dated 2) April. 


3. On 3 May we again polied the participating USIB

fhe purpose of this proposed change is to avoid any implication 
of conferring USIB authority upon lists not specifileally approved 
by WSIB. This is consonant with the sense of the 13 April 
meeting and the intent of the recenmendation, which was that any 
Subcamittee which thought there was any virtue in it should be 
permitted to issue such supplementary lists on its own suthority, 
without reference to USIB unless there were an importent difference 
within the Subcommittee. 


5. Meanwhile, the Assistant Direetor, Scientific Intelligence, 


hes objected that the present language of the recomsendation 
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would deprive any Subcammittee's supplementary listings of the 
directive authority of USTB. See his manicirendim attached hereto. 
The position of the Board of National Estimetes on this point 

is that, if the annexes are in facet importantly usefi, they 
should be approved by USIB, but if they are not {as is the 
general opinion), then the USIB's time should not be taken up 
with then.
